in the head and once in the back. The 
pistol ball that ««tiered the back is 
said to have passed through one of 
the lungs. The shooting occurred on 
Cherry street, near Bank. 
Ernest Miller, said "to have b*ihn 
identified by Lee Worley as the man 
who wounded him Tuesd^f evening is 
n the Morgan County jail, and will be 
formally charged wRh assault 
wigh 
intent to murder, stated district So­ 
licitor IX C. Almon. 
Decatur police arrested Miller Tues 
day morning in his room on Lafayette 
Street and he was at once taken to the 
Benevolent hospital where Worley is 
said to have identified hlm%as his as­ 
sailant. 
Chief Riggsby of the Decatur police 
stated that Tuesday night Miller reg­ 
istered and asked that on Wednesday 
morning his breakfast be sent to him 
as he did not propose to arise untjl 
late. 
Officers had no trouble in arrest­ 
ing him. He is known to officials 
throughout the Tennessee Valley. 
He is said recently to have been re­ 
leased from the federal prison at At­ 
lanta, wbre he had served a term of 
years for robbing the post office at 
Wheeler station. 
Chief Riggsby stated that a pistol 
resembling a Celts was found in the 
room of Miller, that two of the shells 
were empty and that a third shell had 
been snapped upon. The weapon is be­ 
ing held by officers. 
Reports are to the effect that the 
two men were together part of the 
evening Tuesday. Mr.

has 
charge of testing and repairing me­ 
ters for the Alabama Power company, 
it was learned at the local offices of 
that company. 
The wounded man has his 
home 
here, and has a wife and one child. 
His headquarters are at Huntsville. 
He is an old employe of the power 
company officials stated.

Seen lying upon his couch in one of 
the south rooms on the second floor 
of the Benevolent hospital, Worley 
stated that physicians held out hope 
for his recovery, but that they declar­ 
ed he would never again have the use 
of his lower limbs. 
The wounded man declared that his 
assailant ‘had been drinking” at the 
time the Bhots were fired. He said he 
did not know his assailant by name 
hut' that he could identify him. Mr. 
Worley stated he was resting well 
th;s morning. 
Seed in his cell at the Morgan Coun­ 
ty jail, Miller was asked if he had 
any statement, to which he replied,

A September Í dispatch from Florence says: 
“The superstructure of Wilson Dam is complet­ 
ed. The last bucket of concrete was poured inte 
the dam, proper just before noon Saturday/* 
Excepting for the detail work of connecting the 
river water witK the mighty turbines, the Ten­ 
nessee river has been harnessed. Nothing so sig­ 
nificant has occurred in this séction of the south 
since the close of the civil war. The power de­ 
velopments on the Tennessee are but an earnest or 
pledge of what the south may reasonably expect 
throughout its length and breadth. 
It is a true and generous impulse that prompts 
people to “praise the bridge that carries them 
over.” To whom shall words of praise be given 
in connection with the building of Wilson Dam? 
Leaving out of account for the moment, those 
early believers in the 
potentiality 
in 
Muscle 
Shoals and the members of the Congress who have 
worked in season and out of season for the devel­ 
opment of the Shoals, one of the first and fore­ 
most men deserving high praise now that Wil­ 
son Dam is up, is Woodrow Wilson himself, who 
as America’s great war president gave ear to the 
men who saw him at Washington, when decision 
Was about to be made for the location of a war 
nitrate plant, and decided that the federal gov­ 
ernment should come south and build its war 
plant where a really great power was available. 
It will be recalled that all went well at the dam, 
so far as the completion was concerned until the 
World war ended and enemies of the great proj­ 
ect sat in the councils of the nation.

The speech of Clarence Darrow In seeking to 
cheat the (fallows of the lives of Leopold and Loeb. 


** ***** u,at P*rt of it which refers to human 
resptmsibllity, will not be accepted by those who 
teach and believe th at «map is the architect of 
his own fortune.” 


One excerpt from the Darrow speech relative 
to human will power is as follows: 


To start with: it seems to me to be clear 
that there is really no such t h in g s crime, 
as the word is^generally understood. 
Every 
activity of man should come under the head 
'*■ #Cbehavior. In studying crime*we are merely 
investigating a certain kmU of human be­ 
havior. Man acts in response to outside stim­ 
uli. 
How he acts depends on the nature, 
j.-, strength, and inherent character of the ma­ 
chine and the habits, customs, inhibitions, 
and experiences that environment gives him. 
Man is in no sense the maker of himself and 
^ 
has no more power than any other machine 
to escape the law of cause and effect. 
He 
i does as he must. Therefore, there is no such 
thing as moral responsibility in the sense in 
which this expression is ordinarily used. Pun­ 
ishment is something inflicted for the pur­ 
pose of giving pain is cruelty and vengeance 
and nothing else. Whatever should be done 
to the criminal, if we have humanity and im­ 
agination, we must feel sympathy for him - 
and consider his best good along with that 
of all the rest of the members of the society 
"rhm e welfare is our concern. 


Those who believe not in capital punishment, 
claim that Darrow’s argument against the com­ 
mon law that provides death as the penalty for 
murder is unanswerable. It is safe to say that if 
Judge Caverly has any doubts as to the justice 
of capital punishment, fie has had those doubts 
aroused and strengthened by the speech of Dar­ 
row. From many sources comes the infromation 
that the trial of Loeb and Leopold has developed 
into a tilt between those who are opposed to the 
death penalty, and those who believe that those 
who take the lives of others shall in turn relin- 
quish their lives in case they are proved guilty 
of first degree murder.

RADIO DETECTS INSECTS 
JOHaNNESBUIG—Thanks to the 
radio, fruit growers will hereafter 
be able to determine through 
the 
sense of hearing whether apples and 
oth$r fruit* are wormy. Dr. G. K. 
Bmin, prffassor of entomology at 
Stellenbosch University, has conduct­ 
ed a series of experiments along this 
line as a result of which he has drawn 
the conclusion that worms and hugs 
ean be detected with rertointy by 
radio. 
Dr, Brain’s method was simply that 
of attaching to sn ordinary wireless 
telephone an unusually strong micro­ 
phone. He took parts of twigs of 
apple tree known to be infected 
the iarve of the apple worm 
placed them in a box connected with 
the microphone. Through the receiv­ 
er he could distinctly hear the move­ 
ments of tifo larvae, as well as the 
nibbling of the insect* at the leaves, 
likewise he placed a wormy apple hi 
the box, and the microphone regis­ 
tered the noise made by the worms Ml 
he nibbled away at the apple.
